The “Electric Eye”—There are about 2,000 of these in use in various departments of 
industry; the display will include the ringing of an alarm clock at sunrise, starting an electric 
fan with the sun’s rays, and exerting power to open doors, etc. 

The stroboscope, which makes motion appear to stand still, and its gyrations will provide 
almost unbelievable effects for the audiences. 

Seeing musical waves is another feature rvhich Dr. Plumb and his assistants will demon¬ 
strate. The use of the improved General Electric cathode ray oscillograph tube makes it 
possible for spectators to see the “electric picture” of any sound made before a microphone, 
whether it be singing, whistling, playing, or speaking. 

High school students w-ill have the opportunity to see at first hand, some of the most recent 
w ork in electronics and physics. 

The simple terms which the lecturer uses, and the practical nature of the demonstrations, 
makes this House of Magic a place of interest to the specialist, and as well to the novitiate, 
and young and old will find it full of interest.
